EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
RALEIGH, MAy Iiih, 1872, 


Whereas, the 20th day of May, 
1875, is the Centennial Anniversary 
of Independence declared at Char- 
lotte, Mecklenburg County, North 
Carolina, and Whereas, the action of 
that patriotic people contributed 
greatly to the freedom of the Ameri- 
ican Colonies, under which the peo- 

le of North Carolina and of the 

nited States have been eminently 
and peculiarly blessed with the favor 
and protection of Divine Providence; 
and Whereas, it becomes us to do 
honor to the memory of our patriotic 
forefathers, by commemorating their 
noble deeds, and rendering appropri- 
ate thanksgiving to Almighty God 
for the numberless privileges and 
blessings vouchsafed tous as a free 
people : 

Now, therefore, I, CurTis H. 
BROGDEN, Governor of the State of 
North Carolina, do hereby recom- 
mend to the people of this State the 
observance of 


Thursday, May 20th, 1875, 


as a general holiday of public thanks- 
giving and patriotic devotion. |

A New Southern Novel. 


Those who relish a first rate story 
told in most lively style will read 
THE Opp TRUMP with exceeding in- 
terest. A very intricate and interest- 
ing plot is managed with the skill 
of Wilkie Collins. But THE ODD 
TRUMP is far more natural and con- 
sistant than any of Collins’ novels 
that we have read, although there is 
a decided resemblance in some strik- 
ing particulars. Its tone is purer, 
higher, nobler than those of the Eng- 
lish sensational writer. It is bright, 
sparkling, dashing, and there is not 
a dull page in the k. The style is 
clear, animated, somewhat crisp, and 
not without a certain force. The 
character-drawing is vivid,;well 
fined and natural. Thereis but lit- 
tle philosophy in the book, but what 
is given isof a high order. There 
is scarcely any attempt to describe 
natural scenery, or to uncover the 
subtle and inner working of the soul. 
It is not a great fiction, though ver 
entertaining, fresh and lively. t 
overflows with exciting incident, and 
many of the scenes are managed 
With true dramatic skill and tact. 
The ethical quality of the book mer- 
Its unqualified praise. There is 
no maudlin sentiment, false philoso- 
phy, sceptical raving, or chronic as- 
saults upon religion and virtue 

It is an English story, and is better 
than British productions, except 
those by the leading liying writers— 
Eliot, Hardy, Black, Blackmore, 
Mrs. Oliphant anda few others. The 
author does not daliy with his story, 
but goes right on, unfolding it with 
rapidity, ease and skill. While it is 
replete with adventure and incident, 
it is not really ofeither the Radcliff 
or the Collins school. It rather re- 
minds us of Guy Livingstone and its 
companions by Lawrence. 

We suppose it is from the pen of a 
Southern writer. It is published by 
our oli friends, Messrs. E. J. Hale 
& Son, now of New York, and is 
dedicated to Wm. Hund Browne, of 
Baltimore. The author, unknown 
to the public, in this, his ‘“‘initial 
volume,’’ has proved beyond ques- 
tion that he knows how to te!l a cap- 
ital story. It has many points of in- 
terest we cannot indicate as we are 
compelled to write hurriedly.

Miscellaneons Items. 

The residence of Alderman John 
Meaghers, at Houstin, Texas, was 
burned Saturday night, together 
with three men. 

Two hundred horses were stabled 
forthe races which commenced at 
Louisville yesterday. 

The Democrats elected the Mayor 
of St. Louis. 

Gen- Breckenridge was considered 
weakeron Saturday night. : 

Five hundred packages of liquor, 
valued at $200,000, has been seized by 
the Government at Boston, to be 
held during the investigation. 

The alleged principal in the Jate 
conspiracy against Bismarck’s life is 
named Dunin. He has been arrested 
in Cracow. 

Sixteen horses were entered for 
the extra race yesterday over the 
Louisville race course. 

The Jury in the Gordiman Case, 
Philadelphia, failed toagree and were 
dischaiged. 

A dispatch from Grayaquil, Equa- 
dor, announces the death of Hon.

He is still cheerful ane 
seems to be much less concerned at 
his condition than thosearound him. 
He has the papers read to him, and 
converses with his few chosen friends 
who are admitted. Someof his more 
hopeful friends entertain hopes of his 
remaining among them some time, 
but experienced persons see he can- 
not remain much longer, and is liable 
to be called away at any moment. 
His pulse is very weak. Many of his 
relatives and friends from abroad are 
here to be with him in his last hours. 

Railroad Matters 

MoNTGOMERY,ALA., May 17.—The 
Chancellor denied and overruled the 
motion of Branch Sons and others to 
be made parties to the proceedings 
for the sale of the Western Rail Road 
and havethe sale set aside.

The Court of Claims to-day deliver- 
edan opinionin the caseof Alex- 
ander L. B. Green, who in 1862 was 
domiciled in Nashville, but just be- 
fore the capture of that city went 
further South, taking with hima 
large amount of money ofa firm for 
whom he was an endorser. He was 

sessed of certain buildings in 
ashville, which in 1864 were seized 
by the supervising treasury agents 
asabandoned property. The claim- 


ant  averred n petition 
that he was always a_ loyal 
citizen. But this the court said did 


not strengthen his case, as he volun- 
tarily entered the enemies line. The 
act of seizure of the property was a 
war measure and it made no differ- 
ence whether it was seized hy the 
army or by a treasury agent. The 
claimant sought to recover on the 
ground of an implied contract and 
the liability of the Government for 
the acts of its officers. The court say 
no action can be maintained on that 
ground and say if the claimant was 
entitled to recover, he ought to have 
prosecuted his case under the aban- 
doned property act, which he failed 
todo. The case was dismissed. The 
court also decided the cases of the 
Carliss Steam Engine Co. The claim- 
ant had contracted with the Navy 
Department for the construction of 
Steam Engines.
